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‘Loss of control’ husband 
shot wife dead over lover

A BUSINESSMAN has told how he shot 
his wife dead because she refused to listen 
to his warnings that her new lover was 
a paedophile. 

David Leeman, 60, who used to run 
Masterglass in Northampton and still owns 
four shops in the town, lived in Horton 
until he moved to Devon in 1999. 

Leeman shot his wife Jennie, 44, in a barn 
at the isolated complex of farm buildings 
at Parracombe, North Devon, where they 
had lived for 12 years. 

She had ended their 18-year marriage 
and left him just days before for 40-year- 
old Norman Laramy, with whom she start¬ 
ed an affair when he moved into another 
rented barn at their Higher Cowley Farm. 

Jennie came from Little Houghton, where 
her three brothers still live. 

A jury at Exeter Crown Court has heard 
they had agreed to separate and that she 
would have custody of their two daughters 
aged seven and 16, while he stayed at the 
farm with their oldest son William, 18, and 
a younger boy of 13. 

Leeman killed his wife last September by 
shooting her at almost point-blank range 
with an illegally-held MAB semi automatic 
pistol which he had taken out of hiding a 
few days earlier. 

He later told police he believed he was 
protecting his daughters because he 


believed Mr Laramy was a paedophile. He 
said he reported his concerns to the police 
and then became worried that when Jennie 
learned of this she would retaliate by 
tipping them off about the illegal gun he 
had in the house. 

He said: “I heard voices when I was trying 
to get to sleep. I was wide awake at 3am 
and my brain was racing and I cut it out of 
the wall. I heard a voice telling me to 
move it.” 

He said he hid it at a neighbouring farm, 
but then retrieved it and hid it under a rock 
on his own land, then moved it to the barn 
where Jennie was killed. 

Leeman said he planned to put it in 
another wall, along with 22 rounds of 
ammunition, but it had got dirty and he 
was intending to clean it first. 

He said he met Jennie 20 years before her 
death when they were both living in 
Northampton where he ran a glazing firm 
with 52 employees. 

The prosecution said Leeman shot his 
wife in a fit of jealousy to stop her leaving 
him after luring her to the office. They say 
he must have planned the killing because 
he had retrieved the gun and carried the 
loaded weapon in the pocket of his 
camouflage jacket. 

Leeman denies murder but admits 
manslaughter due to loss of control. 

He also admits owning the illegal French- 
made semi-automatic pistol he used in the 
killing. The case continues.

Mum's call over kids’ 
sex education lesson

A MOTHER has called a public meeting 
to make parents aware of ‘explicit’ 
material that could be shown to their 
children in sex education lessons. 

Emma Clarke, of Northampton, is hold¬ 
ing a gathering next Wednesday to 
inform parents about the content of a 
cartoon that is played to children as 
young as seven. 

Mrs Clarke, a mother-of-three, says she 
has been contacted by many worried 
parents about the information they have 
received from schools about the lessons. 

Children will take part in the Sex and 
Relationships Education (SRE) pro¬ 
gramme in the run-up to the summer 
holidays and the county council says it is 
‘confident headteachers will use their 
expertise and judgement’ to make sure 
content is appropriate. 

One of the approved videos shows a 


naked cartoon man and woman engag¬ 
ing in two different sexual positions. 

Mrs Clarke, who last year took her son 
out of school because of the pro¬ 
gramme, said: “I am not sure they are 
aware of what is in the video and I am 
aware of some schools just telling them 
a video will be shown but not what the 
content is. 

“I think people will be shocked to find 
out what is in it. I have distributed 2,000 
flyers telling people about the meeting 
and I hope people will come to find out 
more about it.” 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire 
County Council said: 

“Northamptonshire County Council is 
confident that headteachers in this 
county use their professional expertise 
and judgement to ensure that SRE pro¬ 
grammes and materials in their schools 
are suitably age appropriate. 

“The emphasis of the SRE curriculum at 
primary school is on relationships, with 


the aim of keeping children safe at school 
and outside school. The involvement of 
parents is very important, which is why 
for the past eight years, there has been a 
programme of awareness sessions for 
parents that provide an opportunity to 
learn about the curriculum and to 
address any specific issues. 

“In the past year alone, about 1,000 par¬ 
ents across the county have attended one 
of these events and their response has 
been overwhelmingly positive. 

“Alternatively, any parent who has 
queries about this aspect of their child’s 
education can speak to their school 
about what information they are 
making available to pupils and how it is 
presented.” 

Mrs Clarke will be joined at the meeting 
by Antonia Tully, from the national 
campaign group Safe At School, on 
Wednesday at 8.15pm in Wootton 
Community Centre, Curtlee Hill, 
Wootton. 


Strategy paves the way 
for 20,000 new homes 


PLANS to build an extra 
19,800 houses over the 
next 14 years across the 
county have been set out. 

The proposals, which 
came under intense 
scrutiny from protest 
groups when they were 
initially released, have been 
re-evaluated and the 
number of new-builds has 
been reduced by 1,560. 

The Joint Core Strategy 
for West Northampton¬ 
shire has outlined how the 
Towcester relief by-pass 
and the Sandy Lane 
‘missing link’ would start 
construction in 2016. 

On the edges of 
Northampton seven 
housing developments 
need to be built. It shows 
2,000 homes are needed 
near Overstone, 1,000 at 
Buckton Fields, 1,000 near 
Hardingstone, 1,000 to the 
south of the town, 1,000 at 
Upton Park. 3,000 at Kings 
Heath and a further 1,500 
on the Sandy Lane road. 


In Towcester an extra 
1,500 houses are planned. 
The strategy also includes 
plans for extra dwellings in 
Brackley and Daventry. 

Improvements to the A45 
between junction 15 of the 
Ml and the Great Billing 
junction are also on the 
agenda, and will be 
undertaken in a ‘rolling’ 
scheme. 

Vice chairman of West 
Northamptonshire Joint 
Strategic Planning 
Committee Cllr Tim 
Hadland, said: “The Core 
Strategy will provide a 
robust plan to direct future 
development which is 
needed by local people to 
create sustainable locat¬ 
ions, secure regeneration 
and inward investment in 
our urban areas, and to 
protect the whole area 
from inappropriate 
development proposals.”

All change on housing criteria 


MAJOR changes to the way 
homes are let in the town could 
remove 4,500 people from 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
Housing Register, according to 
new plans. 

Borough bosses have launched 
a 16-week consultation on a 
proposed shake-up to tenancy 
agreements and the way the 
council and housing 
associations rents property. 

This could affect the 9,000 
people who joined the council’s 
Housing Register in 2011/12, and 
also stop new applicants 


securing lifetime tenancies. 
Under the plans people with a 
local connection to 
Northampton, those leaving the 
armed forces and people 
working or actively seeking 
voluntary or paid work would 
be given priority for 
accommodation. 

Councillor Mary Markham, 
cabinet member for housing, 
said: "It’s a radical shake-up and 
the changes will affect many 
people who have been waiting 
for a council home and new 
prospective tenants.” 


Bus station set for go-ahead 


A COUNCIL is expected to 
approve a scheme to build a new 
bus station. 

The planning application for 
the 21-stand facility on the 
Fishmarket site in Northampton 
will be discussed by councillors 
on Tuesday and in documents it 
is ‘recommended’ to get the 
green light. 

At an emergency council meet¬ 
ing on Monday, however, there 


were calls from members of the 
public to defer a decision on the 
bus interchange until progress is 
made on the Grosvenor Centre 
expansion. 

Leader of the Labour party, 
Cllr Terry Wire, said: “We are try¬ 
ing to highlight the issues to the 
general public. We think they 
deserve to know what’s going on 
and we would support an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry.”

A ROW erupted on Facebook after 
Northamptonshire Police deleted 
remarks and blocked people from their 
page for posting comments they 
claimed were ‘inappropriate’. 

Police announced on their social 
network site that they had taken the action 
because statements appeared which broke 
their user guidelines. 

But one ‘friend’, Janet Heeler of 
Blisworth, Northampton, says she had a 
Facebook comment wiped out, but did 
not believe she abused their terms. 

Her comments read: “I received two 
responses on one of your posts, I replied 
you deleted one. 

“As far as I was aware I was not offensive 
or libellous but you have not explained 
why. You could have done this via a 
message, only I can read.” 

She added: “What has happened to 
freedom of speech and why are you 
getting so involved. I agree that people 
should not bully or abuse. This is 
supposed to be a social network and 
should be used as such.” 

The post, made last Friday afternoon,

Northamptonshire Police said they 
monitor their Facebook and Twitter 
accounts daily and remove anything 


inappropriate, such as swearing or 
naming an alleged offender. They said no 
legal action will be taken against anyone 
on this occasion, but if a person repeat¬ 
edly breaks the guidelines detailed on 
their Facebook page they will block them. 

A Northamptonshire Police spokesman 
said: “We encourage people to ‘like’ our 
Facebook page, ask us questions and 
leave comments. 

“However, like any business or organi¬ 
sation, we also have a responsibility to 
monitor that page to ensure what is 
posted on there is appropriate for all of 
our audience. 

“At times, people use offensive lan¬ 
guage, libel other people or consistently 
leave inappropriate and, at times, offen¬ 
sive comments on the page. 

“When this happens we will message 
the person to tell them what they have 
done wrong before deleting the 
message.” 

Police were unable to say how many 
times they had blocked people saying 
they did not record such data. 

Across the country a number of people 
have been arrested after posting various 
remarks on Twitter as attempts continue 
to police social network sites.

THE public will tonight get a first 
chance to see plans to build a 
new £6 million grandstand at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

Northampton Saints Rugby 
Club wants to add an extra 1,900 
seats by building a new North 
Stand so that it can accommodate 
the minimum 15,000 required for 
Heineken Cup knock-out stage 
games, which they cannot cur¬ 
rently comply with. 

The changes would see the 
number of hospitality boxes 
reduced to ten, from 21, and a 
‘state-of-the-art’ media suite 
installed to televise matches. As 


yet a legal agreement with 
Supermarket giants Asda has not 
been reached, but if it was, the 
plans would see the supermarket 
look to be built on what is now 
Car Park D. 

If this was to happen another 
public consultation would take 
place before plans could be 
submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council. 

Presently, the club is looking to 
submit its application later in the 
year with a view to start building 
at the end of the season in 2014. 

Tony Hewitt, Saints’ Vice 
Chairman, said: “It is important 
we see development in 
Northampton, especially now 
with what has happened with the 


Grosvenor Centre. If we are push¬ 
ing things away we will never see 
Northampton move forward. 

“I know Cllr David Mackintosh 
is keen to see development in the 
sporting teams, just like with the 
new University development.” 

Members of the club’s manage¬ 
ment and stadium design team 
will be in the Heroes Lounge at 
Franklin’s Gardens between 
5.30-10pm tonight and 10am- 
2pm on Saturday to discuss 
the plans with residents and 
businesses.

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Conman admits 
to Games scam

A MAN who scammed 
75 children into believ¬ 
ing they had a chance of 
performing at the clos¬ 
ing ceremony of the 
Olympic Games has 
pleaded guilty to eight 
counts of fraud. 

Stephen Moonesamy, 35, 
of Lowlands Close, 
Northampton, claimed he 
had been authorised by 
the London Organising 
Committee for the 
Olympic Games (LOCOG). 

He charged Sinead 


Loughnane Academy of 
Dance £1,250. Danse 
Dezingns, Braunstons 
Printers and Creative LTD 
were also defrauded. 

Simon Ash, prosecuting, 
said a decision is still to be 
made over charging 
Moonesamy’s wife 

Rebecca with fraud. 

At the hearing at 
Northampton Crown 
Court last week, Judge 
Lynn Tayton QC warned 
Moonesamy he faced a 
custodial sentence when 
he reappears later this 
month. 

In a statement senior 


crown prosecutor, Ben 
Samples said: “Stephen 
Moonesamy charged each 
child for taking part as he 
built up an elaborate oper¬ 
ation, gaining sponsorship 
from local companies, 
training the young dancers 
and securing the equip¬ 
ment needed to put this 
operation together. 

“The most significant 
harm caused by his deceit 
was the distress caused to 
the 75 young people who 
believed they were part of 
a once in a lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity, only to have this 
dream dashed.” 


Fraudster’s website finally bites the dust 


THE website used by 
conman Stephen 
Moonesamy has been 
taken down after the 
Herald & Post informed the 
content builder of its 
fraudulent content. 

Moonesamy created the 
site using Wix, a free 
website creater, and 
publicised his elaborate 
con online [pictured]. 

The 35-year-old dancer 
had an ‘Olympics’ section 
with information about his 



fake RWB Project Midlands 
for the London 2012 
Games explaining how 75 
dancers will be performing 
at the closing ceremony. 

Mentioned in his 
‘repertoire’ is his teaching 


experience at Sinead 
Loughnane Academy - 
one of the dance schools 
taken in by his scam. 

Eric Mason, director of 
communications, at Wix, 
said: “Wix.com takes cases 
of illegal behaviour, abuse, 
fraud, mis-representation, 
very seriously. Having 
verified its content was 
fraudulent, Mr 
Moonesamy's free Wix 
website has been taken 
down.”

TORY Adam Simmonds 
says he aims to make 
Northamptonshire the 
safest place in England - 
if he succeeds in becom¬ 
ing the county’s first 
elected police commis¬ 
sioner. 

Mr Simmonds, the 
former assistant director 
of Northamptonshire 
County Council, unveiled 
his five-month campaign 
in front of Home 
Secretary, Theresa May, 
last Friday. 

As part of the drive, titled 
The Safest Place in 
England, he has pledged a 
seven-point package to 
voters, including increas¬ 
ing the number of police 
officers on the beat. 

The hopeful has also 
promised to improve 
police response times to 
999 and non-emergency 
calls, and focus on the 
impact of early years 
education, family support 
and employment levels on 
crime. 

Mr Simmonds, 35, said: 
“I know a lot of people are 



concerned that these elec¬ 
tions might politicise the 
police but the ideas 
behind my campaign is 
so that we focus on an 
outcome. 

“What is crucial to me is 
that, yes I am a 
Conservative candidate 
but I am not running 
party political policies.” 

He added: “The 

campaign is about what I 
believe should be asked of 
the people of Northamp¬ 
tonshire and seeing our 
county prosper and grow. 


“I want us to focus on the 
rise in crime and think about 
eradicating things rather 
than just managing them.” 

The police and crime 
commissioners (PCCs), 
who will be elected in 
November, will replace 
police authorities and aim 
to cut crime and hold the 
police to account. 

Labour’s candidate, Lee 
Barron, also announced 
this week he will 
campaign against cuts to 
community policing 
and keep police on the 
streets. 

Mr Barron said: “Less 
police overall, less visibili¬ 
ty on our streets and less 
working within our com¬ 
munities is a plan that I 
will not support. 

“Northamptonshire 
should be a benchmark 
for other areas not sadly 
lacking behind the rest of 
the country. 

“We need a PCC who will 
stand up for the people of 
Northamptonshire to 
make it a safe place to live, 
not a PCC who will simply 
be the cheerleader for 
government cuts being 
imposed on our county.”

WHEN most people are full of 
Christmas cheer and getting 
ready to welcome in the new 
year, The White Horse in 
Silverstone is starting to plan 
for a huge party seven months 
away - the British Grand Prix. 

While some of us may be 
counting sheep to get to sleep, 
landlord Les Adams is calculat¬ 
ing if he needs 10,000 or 12,000 
plastic glasses. 

Les is one of the ‘secret army’ 
working diligently behind the 
scenes doing their bit to ensure 
when visitors come to 
Silverstone for the big race this 
weekend they are royally catered 
for and entertained. 

For lots of organisations like 
the police, St fohn Ambulance 
and the race circuit it is all hands 
to the pump as soon as tickets go 
on sale. 

The eyes of the motor racing 
world will be focused on 
Silverstone from tomorrow to 
Sunday and everyone is hoping 
everything runs like clockwork. 

Last year 315,000 people 
attended the Grand Prix - 88,000 
on Friday, 105,000 on Saturday 
and 122,000 on race day, Sunday. 

The White Horse is a ten 
minute walk from the race 
circuit and Les always has one 
thing at the back of his mind - 


that the pub ‘doesn’t run dry.’ It 
did one year and he had to 
borrow beer from the circuit to 
keep everyone’s glasses filled. 

For many, running a pub 
during such a major event would 
be a logistical nightmare but 
Les’s operation is planned with 
military precision. 

For the Grand Prix, the pub is 
increased five times its normal 
size. 

It has additional bars both 
inside and outside plus 
marquees in the car park and 
employs an extra 25 people. 

Les orders some 10,000 plastic 
glasses and 500 barrels of beer 
which equates to ten to 12 weeks 
of ale drunk in four days. 

They even take delivery of beer 
at 2am on Saturday. 

Les said: “We do not sleep. We 
stay awake for four days, taking 
cat naps when we can. 

“As the main town square is 
outside the pub we take it upon 
ourselves to clear this area of all 
the plastic glasses and rubbish. 

“We start getting ready for each 
day of the Grand Prix at 6am 
when we re-stock and clean the 
pub. 

“We used to do the food as well 
as the drink but have now fran¬ 
chised this off as it became too 
much for us to do. 

“It is now done by the same 
company which produces the 
meals for the Grand Prix teams.” 


And at the end of it all Les 
cannot believe what people 
leave behind. 

He said: “They have left a settee 
in the car park, gold tickets for a 
hospitality package, books, 
model racing cars, t-shirts, 
sweatshirts, flags, fireworks and 
even a gas heater. 

“What we do with all the lost

and found items is hold on to 
them for a few weeks in case 
someone claims them. 

“If they don’t then we will give 
them to different groups in the 
village for them to auction off 
and raise money.” 

One of the voluntary organisa¬ 
tions which has been helping at 
the circuit for more than 40 


years is St John Ambulance. 
During the three-day British 
Grand Prix weekend, the service 
will provide between 45 and 60 
volunteers per day, between 
nine and 11 ambulances or 
crowd vehicles per day, first 
aiders on bicycles and four 
fully-equipped treatment units. 

A treatment centre will also be 
operated overnight tomorrow 
and Saturday to support work¬ 
ers and spectators staying on 
site. 

They will be on hand for the 
28,000 fans who are expected to 
camp at this year’s event with 
11,500 at the official Grand Prix 
site. 

St John Ambulance volunteers 
are expected to give more than 
2,000 hours throughout the 
weekend. 

Peter Castle from St John 
Ambulance said: “The British 
Grand Prix is a major event for 
St John Ambulance and we work 
closely with the organisers and 
their medical teams. 

“Our trained and equipped 
volunteers are ready to provide 
crucial first aid to anyone who 
needs it. 

“We hope people will enjoy the 
event.” 

The three days will soon come 
and go - but come Christmas 
publican Les Adams will be put¬ 
ting the turkey aside and for 
him, the race is on - again.

‘Rubbish’ sen/ice may 
cost bin firm ‘£500k’

A COMPANY in charge of empty¬ 
ing residents’ bins in Northamp¬ 
ton and Daventry could face a 
fine of up to £500,000 following 
complaints about uncollected 
waste. 

Northampton Borough Council 
and Daventry District Council 
could impose heavy penalties on 
Enterprise Managed Services Ltd 
(EMS) after continued 
complaints from the public about 
its performance during April and 
May. 

And now an independent review 
has also been launched, which 
will assess how the contract is 
operating and the quality of the 
service. 

But while Northampton Labour 
Group, who opposed the contract 
since it started in June last year, 
welcome the review, they have 
criticised the council for not get¬ 


ting a ‘firm grip’ on the situation. 
Northampton Labour leader, 
Councillor Terry Wire, said: “We 
have consistently said that once 
the contract is a year old there 
needs to be a complete review. 

“We understand that not a 
single target has been met and so 
it is shocking that penalties have 
not been imposed on Enterprise 
to date. Many councillors have 
spoken to residents about prob¬ 
lems of missed bins and poor 
ground maintenance.” 

Both councils have told EMS 


they expect performance to 
improve ‘immediately’. They will 
continue to monitor the contract 
and impose further penalties if 
required. 

Cllr John Caswell, portfolio 
holder for the environment at 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “We have already started an 
independent review into how the 
contract is working, and are 
meeting with Enterprise on a reg¬ 
ular basis to make sure that they 
start to perform to the level the 
tax payer expects. 

“For some time we have been in 
the process of imposing financial 
penalties against Enterprise for 
the two months they have missed 
their targets, which could total 
£500,000.” 

In Northampton, the borough 
council allowed the company to 
miss 121 bins but figures show 
they actually missed 335.

Law graduate jailed 
for Class A delivery

AN ‘intelligent' law graduate has 
been jailed for her part in 
importing almost £250,000 
worth of cocaine. 

Christiana Ubah, 26, was caught 
when a package was delivered to 
her workplace, the 02 shop in 
Abington Street, Northampton, 
last November. 

It had been sent to her using her 
mother’s address in Nigeria and 
the drugs were disguised as 
make-up. 

The street value of the 844g of 
the Class A drug was £244,000. 

Ubah denied a charge of impor¬ 
tation and one of conspiracy to 



supply but was last month 
convicted of both by a jury. 

She was jailed for five and a half 


years for the importation and 
four years for conspiracy to sup¬ 
ply at Northampton Crown Court 
last Thursday. The sentences will 
run concurrently. 

Recorder John Steel said: “You 
were naive. The money received 
by you was to pay off debts, in 
particular in relation to student 
fees which you had incurred. 

“If it hadn’t been for these 
events you probably would have 
gone on to have a successful 
career in law in either this coun¬ 
try or back in Nigeria where your 
status and right to abode would 
have been more secure.” 

In mitigation it was said that 
Ubah was hoping to go back to 
her home country.

AS WITH moving jobs in any walk of life, the first 
day at a new club for a footballer comes with plen¬ 
ty of nerves before settling in. 

That was definitely the case for new Northampton 
Town signing Alex Nicholls when he pulled up at 
Sixfields for the first time. 

“I was a bit nervous driving down this morning, 
but I’m looking forward to it,” he said when the 
Cobblers squad returned to pre-season training yes¬ 
terday morning, with his first task being to face a 
barrage of questions from the local media. 

Until now, Nicholls had spent his entire career with 
Walsall - save for a loan spell with Burton Albion in 
2007 - having come through the youth system there. 
But after six seasons and 219 appearances for the 
Saddlers, he has now decided to move on. 

Town boss Aidy Boothroyd convinced him that this 
was the club to join, and despite the initial nerves 
the 24-year-old cannot wait to get going in his new 
surroundings. 

“Because I’d been at Walsall for so long I knew what 
to expect from pre-season, but coming into a differ¬ 
ent environment, I don’t know anyone,” explained 
Nicholls. “I don’t know what to expect and I didn’t 
sleep the best last night, but I just want to get stuck 
in. 

“There were only four of the lads in when I went in, 
so I’m looking forward to meeting the rest of them 
and getting on from there. It’s been weird. It’s a new 
thing for me because I’ve been at Walsall pretty 
much all of my career, so it’s a bit of a challenge but 
one that I’m looking forward to.” 


The challenge this year for Northampton is to 
mount a realistic push for promotion from League 
Two after some false dawns in recent seasons, 
although boss Boothroyd has been keen to play 
down expectations. 

But Nicholls is ready to rise to whatever is asked of 
the team, especially after dropping down a division 
after being offered a new deal with League One out¬ 
fit Walsall. 

He said: “It could have been easier [to stay] 
because I only live two minutes away from the 
ground and the training ground, but I thought that 
the move would be best for my career. 

“When I came and spoke to the manager he filled 
me with confidence about the club and I think there 
are some good things starting to go on. 

“It’s a lower level, but I think the ambition of the 
club and the manager will help progress my career 
rather than staying at Walsall.” 

After getting to know his new team mates, the next 
new experience will be an intensive pre-season, 
which will include a training camp in Croatia start¬ 
ing next week that will include 7am starts and four 
sessions a day. 

Not that Nicholls, who has been keeping himself in 
shape over the summer, is too fazed by all of this. He 
said: “I haven’t done ridiculous amounts because I 
played a lot last season and I didn’t want to get 
halfway through this season and burn out. 

“I’ve have done little bits and bobs, but I’ve had my 
rest as well. 

“I do like the physical side of it and getting in the 
best shape you can. I feel that if you’re in good shape 
you can benefit from it when you’re playing on the 
pitch. 

“I’m looking forward to it, but dreading it at the 
same time.”

BOXING 

REUBEN Arrowsmith returned from the 
European Junior Championships in Bulgaria 
with a bronze medal, despite it looking at one 
point if he would not even travel. 

The up-and-coming Kings Heath ABC 
pugilist had originally been selected to fight 
at 63kg for the England team at this year’s 
championships in Sofia, but after struggling 
to make the weight and thinking he may not 
be going, the decision was taken to enter 
Arrowsmith in the 66kg weight division. 

It proved to be the right call as he claimed 
podium honours following a close three point 
defeat to Germany’s Arthur Krischanowski in 
the semi-finals. 

“Reuben was really pleased with how he 
boxed,” said Kings Heath coach James Conway. 
“He was one of the least experienced boxers 
out there, so to come back with a bronze 
medal was brilliant for him. The German he 
lost to had been in 79 fights and won 72, while 
Reuben has had just 32 and won 29. He was 
originally entered at 63kg, but the England 
coaches thought he was one of the most 
likely to win a medal so they decided to put 
him in at 66kg.” 

Arrowsmith was one of two English boxers 
to win a medal, with John Ruddick - who 
defeated Kings Heath’s Kieron Conway in the 
quarter finals of this year’s ABA Junior 
Championships - also taking bronze in the 
54kg weight category. 

Lane on Fury card 

THERE’S an old adage that says when one 
door closes, another one opens.

Now though, an opportunity to box on the 
undercard of heavyweight prospect Tyson 
Fury’s fight against Vinny Maddalone - which 
is being broadcast live on Channel 5 - has 
presented itself and Lane [2-1-2] is keen to 
grab it with both hands. 

His opponent for the bantamweight clash is 
Bristol-based South African Ramabeletsa 
[7[4]-8], who stopped Ross Burkinshaw in the 
fifth round of a scheduled six in his last outing 
at the end of April. 

This will be Lane’s first contest over six 
rounds as he starts to build towards a 
potential title contest later in the year. And 
while he is expecting a stiff examination, the 
former Far Cotton Boys amateur has no 
problem stepping into the ring with anyone.

British Grand Prix preview - Silverstone, July 6-8 



COMING HOME: Paul di Resta 


PAUL di Resta had his first experi¬ 
ence of racing in front of his home 
crowd at last year’s British Grand 
Prix, and now the Force India 
driver cannot wait to return to 
Silverstone this weekend. 

The 26-year-old has enjoyed a 
solid opening eight races in the 
2012 Formula One season, with five 
top ten finishes and a best of sixth 
place in Bahrain seeing him cur¬ 
rently sit 11th overall in the drivers 
standings. 

With Force India being based just 
across the road from the circuit, it is 
a doubly special event for di Resta 
and the team, with the Briton rating 
it as one of his personal high points 
of the year. 

“For me, it’s the biggest event we 
go to, especially in terms of support 
from the British fans, which is 
always amazing,” said di Resta. 

“You feel it as soon as you arrive 
on the Tuesday or Wednesday after¬ 


noon because the fans are already 
there camping. The atmosphere is 
electric and I remember last year 
the drivers’ parade was one of the 
highlights of the year. It really sent 
a shiver through me because of the 
reaction we received and the fact 
that there wasn’t a seat left in the 
place.” 

His first FI race at Silverstone was 
a mixed weekend for di Resta. He 
qualified sixth, but ended the 
Grand Prix 15th after getting stuck 
behind then team-mate Adrian 
Sutil at a pit stop. But it is still 
somewhere he enjoys, saying: “It’s 
the track that makes you really 
appreciate what a Formula One car 
is capable of, especially the aerody¬ 
namic grip through the quick cor¬ 
ners and the change of direction. 

“Everybody talks about Maggotts 
and Becketts, but there really is 
nothing else like them anywhere in 
the world. I also enjoy the new sec¬ 
tion and every year we go back 
there it gets better and better. 


“The new layout has definitely 
created some more overtaking 
opportunities, especially with the 
introduction of DRS, so it’s been 
the right move.” 

Meanwhile, team-mate Nico 
Hulkenberg is aiming to build on 
his performance last time out at the 
European Grand Prix in Valencia, 
where he recorded the best finish of 
his FI career so far with a fifth. 

“I think it was a result we needed 
in order to stay in touch with 
Williams and Sauber in the cham¬ 
pionship,” said the German. It’s a 
boost for me, of course, but I think 
it was the sort of result we have 
been expecting for a while now. 

“We thought we could do some¬ 
thing similar in Canada, but things 
didn’t work out, so it was good to 
get some solid points in the bag in 
Valencia and start showing our real 
potential. 

“It’s true that some cars dropped 
out of the race, but you still have to 
do the job, and that’s what we did.” 


Title lead is good Fer nothing in hard to call campaign 


THE only thing that has been 
predictable about the 2012 Formula 
One season is the unpredictability. 
Eight races have produced seven 
different winners, and with rain 
forecast for this weekend’s British 
Grand Prix at Silverstone that could 
well continue. 

Only the start of the 1983 season, 
which produced five separate 
winners in the opening five rounds, 
comes close to that. But it was 
Ferrari’s Fernando Alonso who broke 
the cycle at the European Grand Prix 
two weeks ago. 

A measured drive from the two- 
time World Champion in Valencia 
saw Alonso steer clear of numerous 
incidents to take his second win of 
the year, opening up a 20 point gap 
over Red Bull Racing driver Mark 
Webber at the top of the standings. 

Now he returns to Silverstone 


aiming to repeat his triumph in last 
year’s race - his only win of 2011 - 
and further extend that advantage. 
Given the way this season has gone 
though, it would be no surprise if he 
failed to do that. 

Pretty much all of the expected front 
runners have struggled for any sort 
of consistency this year, although 
defending World Champion 
Sebastian Vettel did show signs of a 
return to form in Valencia before his 
Red Bull suffered an uncharacteristic 
breakdown. 

McLaren’s British duo, Jenson 
Button and Lewis Hamilton, have 
also been unable to capitalise on the 
early promise shown, with both 
drivers being hit by a myriad of errors 
during pit stops that have proved 
costly. 

But while many of the teams are 
closely matched, this year’s Pirelli 


tyres have also been cited as a 
contributory factor to the open 
nature of the current season. 

Indeed, Michael Schumacher was 
particularly vocal in his criticism of 
them following the Bahrain Grand 
Prix, claiming they were unsuitable 
for FI. 

Certainly, some teams have coped 
better on the tyres than others in 
terms of high rates of degradation 
during races, although Pirelli will be 
testing an experimental hard 
compound at Silverstone during free 
practise for possible future use. 

With several of the teams also set 
to introduce updates to their cars 
this weekend, there may well yet be 
more surprises to come. 

One thing is for sure when it 
comes to the current FI season 
though - continue to expect the 
unexpected.

of Excellence on his retirement in 
1998. He was then promoted 
from running the academy and 
the second team when former 
head coach Kepler Wessels was 
relieved of his duties in 2006, 
with the undoubted highlight of 
his reign being the Twenty20 Cup 
finals day appearance in 2009. 

Northants also narrowly missed 
out on promotion to Division One 
of the LV= County Championship 
that year and in 2011, while Capel 
also oversaw the development of 
players such Alex Wakely, David 
Willey and Jack Brooks. 

But while they have been 
competitive in first class cricket, 
recent form in the limited overs 
game has been poor, with the 
Steelbacks bottom of both their

groups. 

Chief executive David Smith 
held talks with Capel last week 
about their poor run in this year’s 
competition, although, ironically, 
news of his departure came after 
Northants had finally picked up 
their first Twenty20 win of the 
year with a nine-wicket thrashing 
of the Welsh Dragons on 
Saturday.

AT 34 years of age, Clive Platt is 
well aware that he is in the latter 
stages of his playing career. But 
after signing a two-year deal with 
Northampton Town, the striker is 
keen to show that he still has plen¬ 
ty more miles on the clock. 

Platt is still a man in demand, hav¬ 
ing rejected a new contract that 
would have kept him at Coventry 
City following their relegation to 
League One, as well as spurning 
interest from other sides at that 


level and in the Championship. 
Instead he has decided to once 
again team up with Aidy Boothroyd 
- the man he played under at the 
Sky Blues and Colchester United - 
and related a story which shows 
part of the reason he decided to 
move to Northampton. 

“The first day I came here he gave 
me a news article to read which was 
Gary Neville speaking about the 
likes of Ryan Giggs and Paul Scholes 
who have been able to play at the 
top level for so long a period,” 
recalls Platt. “They changed their 
routine as they got older, so he’s 


already looking at every individual 
he has got and, those that are in the 
older bracket, he wants them to 
help maintain their fitness in a dif¬ 
ferent way. 

“I want to play for as long as possi¬ 
ble and the best way of doing that is 
with someone like Aidy who is going 
to look after you in the most profes¬ 
sional way.” 

Platt has fond memories of his 
previous two times working under 
Boothroyd, and with the Cobblers 
returning to pre-season yesterday 
he gave an insight into what the 
squad can expect. 


He said: “He’s the most profession¬ 
al manager that I have worked with. 
He looks at every aspect of the 
opposition, ourselves and makes 
sure that we are at peak perform¬ 
ance and that everyone knows what 
they are doing on the pitch. 

“I’ve played in teams under Aidy 
where we haven’t played well and 
still won the game because we’ve 
stuck to what he wants, we’re all fit, 
strong and know what we are doing. 

“There are people that you like to 
work with and who you believe get 
the best out of you, and I know from

TOMORROW night’s Friends Life t20 
match away to Worcestershire Royals 
marks the passing of one era and the 
start of another for Northamptonshire 
Steelbacks, with David Ripley taking 
charge of the team for the first time. 

The former Northants wicketkeeper 
was named as head coach until the end 
of the current season following the 
club’s decision to part company with his 
old team-mate David Capei on Tuesday. 

Ripley, who has been on the county’s 
coaching staff since retiring from 
playing in 2001, steps up from his role as 
Academy Director and second XI coach. 
Performance coach Phil Rowe now 
takes on those positions in the interim. 

With this elevation to interim head 
coach, the Yorkshireman’s career has 
now followed virtually the same path as 
Capel’s. It is not quite ‘meet the new 
boss, same as the old boss’, but the 
parallels between the two lengthy 
playing careers with Northants before 
joining the coaching staff are hard to 
ignore. 

For Capel, it brings to an end a 33-year 
association with the county of his birth, 
which started in 1979 as a 16-year-old 
all-rounder who went on to become a 
mainstay of the side throughout the 
1980s and 1990s. 

“I am naturally very disappointed at this 
decision, but can look back with pride at 
my achievements at Northamptonshire, 
and am looking forward to moving on 
and continuing my career in first class 
cricket at another county,” he said in a 
short statement. 

“I would like to take this opportunity to 
wish David Ripley, Phil Rowe and all the 
players the very best for the rest of the 
season and thank the supporters and 
colleagues for their help, and for all the 
years of enjoyment I’ve had at the club.” 

Capel’s name will always be 
synonymous with Northants, having 
scored 12,202 runs and taken 800 
wickets for them in first-class cricket 
before becoming their first ever Director
